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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicant's arguments concerning 
Official Notice, examiner took Official Notice that utilization of an ASP for processing information in a networked environment was old and 
well known. Applicant conceeded as much in his response filed 5/22/06. However, applicant traversed that it would not have been obvious 
to have utilized an ASP in a particular fashion or to perform specific processes which is a different matter entirely. Examiner asserts that it 
would have been obvious to . perform the specific processes on an ASP in view of the previously known non-computerized processes 
performed in the art. 

Applicant makes makes an analogy where an examiner takes Official Notice of a car having four tires and then stating it would have been 
obvious to have added a fifth tire. This is not quite a parallel situation. Examiner is not changing the nature of an ASP but is merely 
utilizing it for its designed purpose to perform processes, run applications and store data. A closer analogy would be that an examiner 
takes Official Notice of a car having four tires and then stating that it would have been obvious to drive the car from New York City to 
Boston, while the applicant asserts that they're car was created specifically to drive from New York City to Washington, DC. 

Applicant's further arguments merely rehash issues addressed in Final Rejection filed on 8/1 1/06 and incorporated therein. Thus, the 
finality of the previous Office Action is maintained 
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
